1. AUSTRALIA: (i) Total Males and Females Employed. 








The estimated total employment of wage and salary earners (excluding mem- 
bers of defence forces, rural workers, and female domestic workers in private homes) was 
1,916,000 in February, 1942, comprising 1,368,000 males and 548,000 females. The corres- 
ponding figures in July, 1941, were 1,904,500 persons = 1,393,300 males and 511,200 fe- 
males. 


The increase in the total from July, 1941 to February, 1942 was 11,500 or 
O.6 per cent., but February was practically unchanged from the January level.  iiale om- 
ployment, which reached a peak in September and October 1941 at 1,408,100, has declined 
each month since. The decreases were very large in January and February, coincident with 
heavy call-ups for military service. Females, who showed a regular increese from July to 
November of 5,000 to 6,000 each month, increased by 2,000 in December, 2,500 in January 
and 10,400 in February. The large increase in February was due chiefly to speeding up of 
the munitions programme. 


The estimated number of wage and salary earners in employment at the end 
of each month since July, 1941 is shown in the following table.

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Mele &mployment, as has been pointed out above, showed a further fall in 
February . After increases of 4,800 in 4ugust and 10,000 in September, ‘bon months followed | 
with practically no change in mike employment, and then followed in December a4 decline of 
13,100, in January a decline of 16,500, end in February a decline of 10,100. The chenge 
in the trend of the total, although partly the result of fluctuations in seasonal and 
casuél employment, must be accounted for chiefly by thse cell-up of men for military service. 
During the seven months, July-Februery, the main increase in male employment was in munition, 
ship-building, end aircraft factories, which «bsorbed 17,400 extra men. "Other fectories" 
employed 10,900 less men than in July. Between July and February there was an increase of 
nearly 6,000 men employed in shipping and stevedoring, the total for which was, however, 
2,600 less then in December. banks and insurance companies continued, es in previous 
months, to lose male staff, showing & decrease of 2.3 per cent. in February compared with 
January. Other commercial and financial houses, which up to November, were increasing 
their mele staffs, heve declined by 7,500 men or 7.7 per cent. since November. In retail 
trede, the number of men employed at the end of February was 10,000 less then the number in 
July lest, and 3,000 of this decline occurred during February. Rail and air transport 
changed very little between January and Fébruary. "All Other" industries, which include 
the less essential industries such as private building, professions, entertainment, etc. 
have declined sbustentially by 16,500 men or 6.3 per cent. since July, 1941.

From July to February the most substantial increase of female employment was 
in factories. Munition and Aircraft works absorbed 8,000 extra females, and other fac- 
tories 8,300. Government and locel government services nee.i. showed an increase of 4,600, 
retail trade 4,100, and commerce and finance (including benking end insurance) 5,400. 

Banks and insurance companies which took 3,100 extra females required them to replace a 
part of their loss of 3,800 men, and reteil trade «nd other commerce and finance absorbed 
4,100 end 2,300 extra females, against losses of 10,000 and 5,100 men respectively. All 
other industries (generally the less essential industries) took 6,400 more females, but, 
on the other hand, their employment of males declined by 16,500. 


In Februery as compared with January the totel number of females employed 
increesed by 10,400. There were increases in the number of female employees in munition 
works (1,800 increase), other factories and workshops (5,100), retail trade (1,100), banks 
and insurance (700), government, semi-government and local government n.e.i. (700), and 
"211 other" industries (1,000) but the number in "other commerce and finance" was unchanged. 


Although the munitions end eircraft works during February engaged 2,300 
extra males compared with 1,800 extra females, their employment of females continues in- 
creasing relatively to that of males. The actual ratio of females to males in these es- 
tablishments was 1 to 5.91 in July, 1941, and 1 to 4.12 in February, 1942.

From January to February total employment increased considerably in South 
Australia and decreased considerably in Western Australia; but in the other States was 
very little changed. Male employment decreased in all States, particularly in Western 
Australia, but female employment increased in all States, particularly in South Australia. 


Male employees in February, compared with January, showed substantial de- 
creases in numbers in all States in wholesale and retail trade, entertainment, sport, etce, 
and hotels, restaurants, etc. Commerce and finance generally recorded decreases, excepting 
that banks, which in previous months have shown substantial decreases, were little changed 
with the exception of a decline in New South Wales. Mining employees decreased in all 
States except Queensland where there was a small increase. Fishing showed 4 large decline 
in Queensland, and forestry small decreases in Queensland and Western sustralia. Building 
and construction was little changed, but there were small increases in New South Wales and 
Queensland, and @ small decrease in Tasmania. The larger building organisations in all 
States heve shown marked increases since December, probably due to Government defence works, 
but the smaller organisations have declined fairly heavily. Factories (including munition 
works) increased their numbers of male employees in February in all States except Victoria 
end Western Australia. In Victoria and Western Australie there were small declines, end 
in Tasmenie the number was unchanged. The increases in New South Wales and South Aus- 
tralie were specially merked. 


Female employees increased in numbers in February in ell States, but the 
increase was particularly large in South Australie, and very small in Western 4ustralia. 
Most of the increase wes in factory employees, but no apprecieéble change in Western Aus- 
tralien femele factory employees in the month partly eccounted for the small Western Aus- 
tralian increase in total females. Banks increased their female employees in all States. 
Retail stores employed more females in £11 States except in Western fustrelie, where @ 
decreese was apparently © delayed seasonal decline which occurred in the other Stetes in 
January. Changes in other industries in 411 States were not significant. 


The foregoing estimates relate to total employment end ere based on stetis- 
tical _dete obtgined from various sources including Pay Roll Tex returns, end direct re- 


turns_of Commonwealth Government employment.

The collected figures for Pay-Roll returns &re given without any adjustment 
in the appendixes which are attached to this summary. The totels given ere those for all 
employers who send reguler returns to the Taxation Departments. For the smell proportion 
of returns which are outstanding at the closing date each month, the figures of the pre- 
vious month have been brought forward. The returns do not cover all employment, 4s 
Commonwealth employees are excluded, and employers who pay not more than £20 per week in 
salaries or weges do not make returns. Certain other classes of employers, principally 
religious or public benevolent institutions and public hospitals, are also exempt. The 
sroportion of all employees who are included varies from State to State on account of the 
different nature of the industries in the various States; but in genersl, the proportion 
of emzloyees, (other than those of the Commonwealth, and those engaged in ruré] indus- 
tries, and female domestics in private households), who are included in the Pay-Roll Tax 
returns is about 85 per cent. of the estimated total of males in employment, and about 
80 per cent. of the females.

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Employers were classified for "industry" according to the industry in which 
they were considered to be predominantly engaged. As some large employers engege in more 
than one industry, & considerable number of employees heve been included in classes to 
which they do not strictly belong. The following tebles may be taken es indicators of 
trend from month to month, but not es « guide to the absolute numbers employed in the re- 
spective industries.
